Surface Scrafehins 

Everybody knows that the os¬ 
trich — strictly speaking — is a 
bird-brain. Head in the sand, he 
feels perfectly safe in the notion 
that what he can’t see, can’t see 
him. 

Is all that “just for the birds”? 
Not at all! People sometimes act 
that way too. In matters of 
health, for example, many close 
their eyes to the lui'king danger 
of disea.se. Many ignore warnings 
that a medical checkup may be 
the only way to catch a killer bo- 
foi’e it’s too late. 

Take tuberculoscis, for in¬ 
stance. At least thirty million 
Americans are infected with the 
TH germ right now. In the groat 
majority, the germ is inactive 
But for at least 120,000 Ameri¬ 
cans active TB has brought nor¬ 
mal life to a halt. As to how 
many others may be in the same 


fix, nobody knows — nobody can 
possibly know without checking. 
And the best way to check is 
through a tuberculin skin test — 
or a chest X-ray. 

A tuberculin test does what, an 
ostrich doesn’t do. It tries to spot 
danger instead of ignoring it. A 
positive reaction to a tuberculin 
test is a sign that the TB germ 
has lodged in the body and may 
(or may not) be causing disease. 
The way to determine whether 
disease is present is to get a chest 
X-ray which will show whether 
the germ has become active and 
started on a career of damage. 

A negative reaction to the tu¬ 
berculin test, on the otlier hand, 
is an “all clear” signal — no TB 
germs in the body. 

Doctors urge everyone to have 
a tuberculin test or a chest X-ray. 
Your doctor, or health department 
can administer it. Don’t put it 
off — don’t be an ostrich! 



“After more than a quarter | 
century of social security, many , 
people still think of it as some¬ 
thing .strictly for the older per¬ 
son and it is this incorrect picture 
of social security that we try to 
dispel through every means that 
we can, “Daniel J. Murphy, Jr., 
social security district manager, 
said today. 

Mr. Murphy brought out that 
the social security program pro¬ 
tects persons of all ages — not 
only the 62 or 65 years old. In 
addition to the regular retire-1 
ment benefits for eldeidy people, 
disability payments may also be 
made to a totally and permanent¬ 
ly disabled worker who is under 
65. 

Benefits to widows, surviving 
children under 18 years of age, 
and disabled children past 18 
years of age are also an import¬ 
ant part of “social security”. Oth¬ 
er people who can get benefits if 
they were dependent on a de¬ 
ceased worker are dependent hus¬ 
bands, and in certain situations, 
diverced wives. 

“Social security is no longer 
protection for the older pei’son 
alone,” Mr. Murphy said. “It is 
lifetime protection for nine out 
of ten working Americans.” 

But benefits cannot be paid un¬ 
less an application is made; a 
person who is nearing retirement 
should inquire at the social se¬ 
curity office located at 891 State 
St., Springfield, Mass., about ben¬ 
efits, as should survivors of a de¬ 
ceased worker, or a worker who 
has become disabled. 

“These three times for action,” 
Mr. Murphy said, "are a must if 
a person is to be fully informed 
on his social security rights and 
obligations. It costs nothing to 
ask, but it may cost a good deal 
— in loss of benefits — if you 
stay in the dark about social se¬ 
curity.”

If the woods remain open in 
Massachusetts, tlien the duck sea¬ 
son will commence Friday, Oct.

favorite pastime, have concocted 
a number of colorful terms to 
describe their prey, their equip¬ 
ment and each other. 

Here are a few of the more 
picturesque expressions whicli 
the angling fans at Mercury out.

fishing glossaries and pass along 
for the benefit of newcomers to 
the sport: 

Double Blood—A popular fish- 
ermau’s knot u.sed for joining 
two pieces of leader or joining a 
leader to a line. This is one knot 
every angler should know. If 
you can tie a double blood, you 
ar’e one of the .boys. 

Horsing—Trying to land a 
flsli too rapidly, or with brute 
force instead of skill. Tliis is one 
of the best methods of losing a 
iiojdiy size flsh yet devised by 
inept man. 

' Jack Salmon—Southern name 
for walleye pike, 
i Jig—A weighted lure de.signed 
to be fished with an up-and- 
down motion. This act Is called 
"jigging.’* 

L\inker—A big fish of any 
species. Before you use this 
term make sure that the fls'ii 
referred to is really big. For in- 
siance', a lunker bass should be 
at least six pounds. 

Scull—The act of paddling 
with one hand to move the boat 
along slowly. Almost a lost art, 
since the Introduction of the 
slow-trolling Merc fishin’ motors, 
t Sidewinder—A villain in mo.st 
fishing circles—a man who cast.s 
with a wide sidearm motion. 
Sidewinders knock hats off fish¬ 
ing companions, and are gener¬ 
ally considered a menace in a 
boat.

Spoon—A metal lure widely 
used for trout, muskie, and pike.

There 
is no charge for this service. 
Everyone who has more than one 
employer should check his record 
at least once'”every three years. 

Q. I am 65 years old and am 
receiving social security benefits. 
Last year I worked for a neigh¬ 
bor on his farm and earned $450. 
I expect my earnings this year 
to be about the same amount. My 
employer in.sisted that I show 
him my social security account 
Humber card, and deducted social 
security tax from my pay. I say 
this is not correct because I am 
over 65 years of age and am re¬ 
ceiving my social security bene¬ 
fit checks. Am 1 right or is my 
employer? 

A. Your employer is correct. He 
is required to report the cash 
wages he pays to any of his farm 
workers regardless of how old 
they are, if the amount is $150 
or more a year, or if the worker 
works on 20 or more days a year 
for cash paid on a time basis.
